12.  (C)  SINCLAIR  AND  PETERSON  NOTED  THAT,  DURING  A FEBRUARY  29 
INFORMAL  CONSULTATION  IN  GENEVA  WITH  APPROXIMATELY  19 
COUNTRIES,  THE  CANADIAN  REPRESENTATIVE  HAD  STATED  THAT  WHILE 
CANADA  WAS  HAPPY  TO  SEE  THE  INCLUSION  OF  OP2 , IT  HAD  SOME 
REMAINING  CONCERNS,  NOTABLY  ABOUT  PP9  AND  OP3 . THEY  REMARKED 
THAT  THE  CANADIAN  REPRESENTATIVE  HAD  BEEN  SURPRISED  BY  THE 
NUMBER  OF  COUNTRIES  THAT  APPEARED  TO  DISAGREE  WITH  CANADA'S 
CONCERNS  ABOUT  PP9 . SINCLAIR  AND  PETERSON  CONFIRMED  THAT 
CANADA  STRONGLY  BELIEVED  THE  HRC  SHOULD  ENSURE  THAT  THE 
RESOLUTION  DOES  NOT  BECOME  POLITICIZED.
